Two changes especially are urged 
by the fire niar.shal. 
He w ants legis- 
hition to combat the evil of over-in- 
siuaii'-e and the law made plain pro- 
h'blting the state superintendent of 
pul,lie instruction 
from 
approving 
pl:ins for school buildings th at d" 
not comply with the fire laws of tin- 
state. 
' 
“ 1 find 
that 
one of 
the 
gre:it 
e;iuscs for fire los.ses in this state 
' is from over-insur.ance,’’ .Mr. Reade 
s:ii(l in his report. 
“ While in most 
cuse.s, when we arc called upon to 
invc.stigate a fire loss, no evidence 
can be found to charge any person 
with the actual burning, yet the groat 
motive for the 
loss is 
invariably 
found insomuch as the property is 
grossly over-insured. 
This condition 
should not exist and 1 ask that th'. 
Legislature be iccjuested to take tliis 
m atter into consideration and pass 
such laws as will eliminate the prac­ 
tice of over-insurance. 
This can and 
should be done and would be 
the 
means of reducing fire losses in this 
state. 
With regard to the approval of new 
school buildings which do not com­ 
ply with the state laws Mr. Reade 
said: 
“The laws requiiing th at the state 
superintendent approve all plans for 
school buildings in this state should 
be amended and made clear that no 
plans or part of any sOhool buildings 
erected in this state can be approved 
unless they comply witb the laws of 
the state in each and every particu­ 
lar and no approval of plans cun be 
given to any 
part and , exempting 
some part th at does not comply to 
the law requirem ents.” 
The practice, .Mr. Reade said, is for 
the state departm ent of education to 
approve plans with the notations “ex­ 
cept as to fire escapes, except us to 
width of doors,” etc.

Hospitals in North Dakota

again 
have 
won national recognition. 
The a n ­ 
nual announcement of the .\merican 
College of 
Surgeons, of 
a|)])roved 
hospitals for the year 1921. lists the 
Bismarck Evangelical Deaconess H os­ 
pital and the St. .Ylcxius Hospital of 
Bismarck as “approved hospitals” of 
100 or more beds. 
The local hospitals have won the 
honor each year for several years, 
a new inspection being made 
each 
year. 
But five North Dakota hospi­ 
tals of 100 beds or more are given 
tlie honor, two of them being in Bis- 
marek, two in Fargo 
and 
one in 
Grand Forks. 
Two other North Da­ 
kota Hospitals, of 50 to 100 beds ca­ 
pacity, also arc approved, these b e - 1 
ing St. Joseph's Hospital at Minot 
and St, Michael's 
Hospital, 
Grand 
Forks. 
The total num ber of hospitals su r­ 
veyed in North Dakota ‘was 12 of 
which seven, or .68.3 percent, met the 
requirements. 
The Minot hospital is 
approved with the condition indicat­ 
ing "that certain hospitals have ac­ 
cepted the requirem ents which re ­ 
sults in the best scientific care of 
the patient, but arc not, for lack of

Senator LaFollette is an astute politician. 
He does not 
<l< nv that he observes the political rules. 
He was quoted 
by Congressman .lames H. Sinclair here recently as attribut- 
irg hi success to the fact that he never forgot the machin- 
r rv of politics. And there is good reasons for believing that 
the Senator has played politics in marked degree in order 
t^ win the support of voters in this campaign. 
Senator LaFollette announced he was for government 
ownership. 
This has not proved popular. 
It especially has 
not proved popular with real estate owners, the largest class 
1)' mg farmers, because almost confiscatory taxes would re- 
.-o It 
The record made bv railroads in private hands as com­ 
pered to government operation has not helped his argu­ 
n; 
The nation ha.s the stricte.st kind of regulation of 
rrilro'ids. That is what the average man wants, not govern­ 
ment ownership. 
Senator LaFollette now is “hedging” on 
this is.nit!. and .stating that if elected he would “study the 
question thoroughly.” 
It is a question he claims to have 
.sliidif fl r-arefully for 25 years. 
Tl'o I.aFollette plan to demoralize our system of govern­ 
ment— the check and balance as between legislative, judicial 
and e \ 0' utive—by virtually devoiding the supreme court of 
its p'- v- rs, b 's' not proved popular. 
The Senator has 
“hepd -d” on this issue, and answered with a platitude, in 
his Mnineapolis speech, to the effect that he favors the 
sovereignty of all the people. 
The manner in which Senator LaFollette has changed 
his mind on ‘-•necific issues, to win political support, does 
not augur well for the selection of a President. The nation 
needs a president who will steer what he believes is a 
straight course, regardless of consequences. 
The little man 
from New England appears to have done this. 
President 
Coolidge has vetoed njeasures that injured him politically, 
cost him votes. 
He vetoed them because he believed he was 
right, and doubtless has won the respect even of his oppon­ 
ents. 
President (’oolidge has laid down a clear program of 
efficiency, hone-^ty and economy in the government. Such a 
government is the need and desire of the nation at all times. 
He offei-s every opportunity for individual success, with the 
proper protecti(;n afforded by the government. 
There is nothing for the Northwest to gain by voting for 
Senator LaFollette. 
There is something to gain by voting 
for President Coolidge. 
His administration thus far argues 
well for his support. 
He stands ready to put the force of 
the «rovernment into operation to help all its people. 
He 
promises an orderly government, strictly American. 
Such 
a government makes for contentment and prosperity.

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ARE YOU AN EXPERT? 


Bv Albert Apple 


Some one has defined an expert as a man who lives 100 
miles away and charges $100 a day for his services. 
Ex­ 
perts, however, have their place and are nece.ssary. 
An 
interesting development is this: 
In many fields, the INDI­ 
VIDUAL EXPERT is being di.splaced by an EXPERT 
METHOD that can be applied by average common sense. 
For instance, it is an expert’s task to determine the 
“mental age” of children, and particularly children not suf­ 
ficiently subnormal to be placed in institutions but too far 
below average intelligence to keep pace with an ordinary 
school class, accordingly needing special classes. 
Experts have charge of such work. 
Usually they go 
around from one community to another, in “caravan clinics.” 
One of the leading authorities in this work is Dr. Samuel 
B. Sinclair. In a recent speech he announced: “An ordinary 
teacher, with a few hours’ instruction regarding methods of 
observation and inquiry, and without giving a formal intelli­ 
gence test, can estimate a subnormal child’s mental age 
within a few per cent of the Stanford-Binet Estimate. 
Her 
findings for a subnormal class are superior to those of a 
group te.st, and for this purpose caravan clinics are unneces­ 
sary.” 


Dr. Sinclair came to this conclusion after teachers had 
estimated children’s mental age in 400 cases and demon­ 
strated that the teachers vreached almost excatly the same 
results or ratings as obtained by experts. 
It illustrates how the individual expert tends to be dis­ 
placed by the expert method that can be applied by almost 
any one with good sense. 
Increasingly it is the function of experts to create expert 
methods and in such a way that they can be applied or used 
by others than specialists.

Investigations of accidents on the streets have developed 
that a large per cent of them is avoidable; that they are 
the result of carelessnes.s on the part of the driver of the 
vehicle or the pedestrian who is the worst sufferer when a 
collision occurs. 
Men and women rush across the streets or between 
street cars and vehicles, apparently without any thought of 
the dangers they face in doing so. 
Many persons can be 
seen leaving a street car at the rear door and crossing the 
street behind the car, thereby running the risk of being 
struck by a car pa.ssing on the “blind” side. 
Automobile (Irivers are not blameless in the matter. 
Many of them take chances in rushing across a street ahead 
of a street car or another automobile, all for the evident 
purnose of saving a few seconds, as if the saving of time 
justified running the risk of being struck. 
Even without the aid of a traffic officer at the street 
crossing, travel would adjust itself if every person exercised 
good judgment in crossing. 
“Go with the traffic” is adyice 
which may be followed with safty under almost every condi­ 
tion.

Some of the most historical places 
now existing

United States 
are shown in the

scenes 
which appear in the latest William

ton and deals with the closing days 
of the Civil War. 
One of the places visited was Shir­

sided there. It was in this home also 
that Gen. Lee‘s grandparcnt.s 
were

around this house. 
Another historical place shown in 
the picture is the famous San Jo-m 
Mission near San Antonio. 
It was 
here that many of the love scenes 
were made. The mission is the oldest 
in existence in the United States. No 
accurate record exists as to its ugc, 
but it is known that it was built more 
than two- hundred years ago. 
Its 
walls are well preserved and each 
Sunday a Padre holds services at the 
original altar. 
Scenes showing the famous Alamo 
i at San Antonio also are shown. Many 
of the war scenes in the picture \s,ere 
taken along the banks of the historic 
Salado river, which flows past the 
Alamo. 
It was acro.ss this stream, 
history records, that the sole survi­ 
vor from the Alamo escaped when 
the Indians attacked those gathered 
within its massive walls and massa­ 
cred them all.

shown in “The Warrens of Virginia,” 
which, with it’s powerful plot makes 
it doubly interesting.

Some one has defined an expert as a man who lives 100 


miles away and charges $100 a day for his services. Ex- 
perts, however, have their place and are necessary. 
An 


interesting development is this: In many fields, the INDI- 
VIDUAL EXPERT is being displaced by an EXPERT 
METHOD that can be applied by average common sense. 


For instance, it is an expert's task to determine the 


"mental age" of children, and particularly children not suf- 
ficiently subnormal to be placed in institutions but top far 
below average intelligence to keep pace with an ordinary 
school class, accordingly needing special classes. 


Experts have charge of such work. 
Usually they go 


around from one community to another, in "caravan clinics." 


One of the leading authorities in this work is Dr. Samuel 


B. Sinclair. In a recent speech he announced: "An ordinary 
' teacher, with a few hours' instruction regarding methods of 


i observation and inquiry, and without giving a formal intelli- 
'gence test, can estimate a, subnormal child's mental age 
within a few per cent of the Stanford-Binet Estimate. Her 
findings for a subnormal class are superior to those of a 
! group test, and for this purpose caravan clinics are unneces- 
' sary." 


Dr. Sinclair came to this conclusion after teachers had 


estimated children's mental age in 400 cases and demon- 
jstrated that the teachers Beached almost excatly the same 
results or ratings as obtained by experts. 


It illustrates how the individual expert tends to be dis- 


placed by the expert method that can be applied by almost 


j any one with good sense. 


Increasingly it is the function of experts to create expert 


methods and in such a way that they can be applied or used 
by others than specialists. 


Another illustration is radio, extremely complicated. 


Yet a lad can build his own radio, though he couldn't repair 
| that far simpler mechanism, a watch. The reason is that 
i experts, instead of keeping their secrets to themselves and 
building all radios under their own supervision, have created 
and released expert systems or hook-ups—easily put into 
effect by any one with fair intelligence. 


The ability to "carry out" complicated instructions is 


amazingly widespread. It speaks highly for the educational 
system that has made it possible by brain training.

Calls Suit Unconstitutional 
In a ;i3-page 
opinion, 
w ritten by 
Associate Justice Thomas B. G reen­ 
wood and concurred in hy Chief Jus- 
H..(. f’ureton and Associate Justice 
Pierson, the court held th a t: Charles 
-M. Dickson, plaintiff, had no legal 
authority to bring the suit, since 
the law under which the 
ease was 
brought is clearly unconstitutional. 
Tliat the Fifty-third district court. 
Judge George C. 
Calhoun, did 
not 
have jurisdiction to hear the ease. 


Called Victory for Women 
The decision is regarded as a com­ 
plete and final victory, not only for 
Mrs. 
F'erguson, 
but 
for 
women 
throughout the land, as it was one 
of the first'ca se s to directly test the 
effept of the suffrage amendments. 
The suffrage amendments to 
the 
federal Constitution 
and the 
state 
Constitution were interpreted as giv­ 
ing women not only the right to vote, 
but also the right to hold office. To 
hold to the contrary 
would be to 
create a rule out of accord with the 
customs of the time and the morals 
of the people, the court held. 
, 
The statu te under w'hich Dickson 
brought his suit is an amendment to 
a previous statute attem pting to de­ 
fine those eligible to office in Texas. 
“ Insofar as this act related to offi- 
cer.s such as the 
governor, 
whose 
qualifieatjons had been particularly

Not only must the legislature d eter­ 
mine th at he received the 
highe:,t 
num ber of votes, but .Section 3 or 
Article IV, of the Constitution re­ 
quires a legislative adjudication of 
his constitutional eligibility.
